WASHINGTON, D. C„ Oct. 3.—Two weeks ago A lbert Einstein, 
who once called politics “more puzzling than physics,” invited H enry 
Wallace, who is a living proof of the old professor’s stateme nt, to m eet 
him in an off-the-record talk at Princeton University. 
At the end of the confernce Mr. Einstein authorized a 
to the effect that he wished Wallace “success” in his eann 
declined to reveal either the reason for the conference or wha 
discussed during the two hours that the men were together. 
Apparently “H alls That Listen” 
As an old Princetonian, I know the house on M ercer Street w here 
' the conversation took place. 
Like many houses in historic towns it 
has walls that “listen” when a famous personage talks and which 
sometimes pass on the information to old grads like me. 
This is as 
far as I carc to go in revealing my sources except to assert that they 
are entirely authentic and first-hand. 
Einstein indicated that he had been following the Wallace cam ­ 
paign with considerable interest and with some alarm. 
Th > scientist 
adm ires the ex-Vice President’s fanatic brand of courage and is im ­ 
pressed with the size and excitement of the audiences which tu rn out 
, to hear him. 
But Einstein felt that Wallace was expressing two Ideas 
which might prove disastrous if translated into political action. 
He 
! theielore summoned Wallace and asked him to modify nis stand on 
these two matters. 
What were they? 
On Scrapping Atomic Weapons 
1. 
The scrapping of atomic weapons. 
Wallace has been urging 
that the U. S. set a disarmament example by doing away with our» 
stockpile of atom bombs. 
Wallace believes that such action on o u r 
part w*ould stand as an earnest of good faith and would convince 
Russia and the rest of the world that we havg no warlike intentions. 
Einstein told him that this talk was dangerous nonsense, that any 
country is obliged to develop its best weapons for use in war, that no 
country could be expected to follow suit if the U. S. was foolish enough 
to give up the bomb or to share knowledge concerning it. 
2. 
The Wallace double-talk about “progressive capital!>m”. 
Wal­ 
lace, in order to take the tu rse off some of his leftist political potions 
and to confound critics who call him Communist, has invented this 
new and meaningless phrases. 
As he uses the term, “progressive capi­ 
talism 
seems to mean benevolent free enterprise. Obviously, there is 
enough room under this umbrella to shelte- an unlimited num ber of 
voters, for even the hated economic royalists contend that their foim 
of capitalism is good for the country. 
“Lay Off Absurd Expression” 
Einstein told Wallace to lay off this absurd expression. 
The old 
professor added that capitalism, as we have known it to date, is 
doomed anyhow. 
Capitalism, he said, can only thrive on competiL m 
and there is no real economic competition today. 
Einstein, a citizen 
of the w’orld. declined to pin any political label on himself— he pro­ 
perly regards himself as intellectually above the various political isms. 
But it is plausible to interpret his remabk as meaning that private en­ 
terprise can never again be independent of Government and that in­ 
ternational trade is now and will be mostly a m atter of b a ile r and 
exchange between nations rather than between individual merchants. 
If this was his meaning, he foresees a form of Stntefsm which would 
not be displeasing to Wallace and other survivors of the late New Deal. 
Some Advice Of Positive Nature 
But Einstein also gave Wallace some advice of a positive nature. 
He said that the hope of peace rested with the establishment of a 
world government. 
The scientist was particular!*/ strong for the im ­ 
mediate formation of a world police force. 
AH nations, according to 
the Einstein scheme, should contribute officer* and men to this force. 
How to prevent a nation or a bloc of nations from using this army for 
its own purposes? 
Einstein proposed that the enlisted men of one 
country be under the direct command of officers of another country. 
He said that if Russian officers had charge of American tro o p s and 
vice versa, there would be no chance for either country to pull a 
military* coup. 
These Einstein ideas, interesting in themselves, are likely to be 
more interesting still after they have brewed a while in the strange 
mind of Henry Wallace. 
He is soon to resume his campaign by a 
speaking tour of New England where he can be expected to show the 
influence of his Princeton visit. 
It would take a bold man to predict 
what form this influence will take. 
Wallace is harder to explain and 
to undeistand than Einstein’s theory of relativity.

This first terse reply sent to an 
allied state since ratification of the 
peace treaty was typical of the line 
adopted by Soviet satellite | states 
barring criticism of their regimes 
on grounds that such action con­ 
stituted internal meddling. 
It declared that the execution in j 
no way was out of accord, as sug­ 
gested by the British, with provis­
